do ahvays inaks the fame Produft. 

II. SYNOPSIS OPTICA, ^«^k HONORATO FABRI, 
Soc. Jefii, Lugduni Gail, in 4°. Ann. \66j. 

This Auth.or pretends to have comprifed in thisTreatife, containing 58 
Fropoftions, befides many Corollaries, all what hath been hitherto difcover'd 
in Opticks, and to have added thereto many curious and ufefiil remarks, not 
mentioned in other Authors. 

tic begins with that part which is the moffc fimple, and confiders the 
frcightKzy, called by the general name of" Opticks; where he fhews, what 
is the caufe of thofc fui-prizing efFcfts of the Ferjpei'Hve, which foplca- 
lingly deceive the eye ; examining there many curious Experiments. 

In the fecond part (the Catoptricks, that have for their Objed Rays, refle- 
cted) he gives an account of all the Apparcnces in Looking-Glajfes, Convex, 
Concave, Cylindrical, &c. 

In the third (the Dioptricksythzt confider Rays refraSied) he treats largely 
of Tdefcopes of all forts, Spherical, Elliptical, Hyperbolical j asalfoof 
Microfcopes, and the efFeds of all of them: Where, among many other 
particulars, he delivers and commends, as an invention of EnJ}achio Divini 
the way of furnifhing a Tekfcope, with two Eye-Glafles, outwardly flat, 
and inv/ardly convex, fo as that they touch one another in the center of 
their convex Superficies. 

In this part he explicates the Dodrine of Refradions and Parallaxes j 
annexing feveral particulars concerning Comets, the Ring of Saturn, &c, and 
concluding all with an ^/feWw, wherein having refuted the 5/)/r4//y^yo- 
thefis, devifed to fupport the Pw/cw^ic/^Syftem of the World,hc advanceth 
a new one,judged by him very fuitable to render an account of the Motion 
of the Celellial Bodies in the fame Syilem that fuppofeth the Earths im- 
mobility, which he fccms unwilling to defert. 

III. DE VI PERCUSS ION IS, JOH. ALPHONS. BORELLI. 
Kononite in 4'. 1667, 

Whereas in the dodrinc of Pcrcujfwn fcvcral things are to be accurately 
diltinguKh'd, as the Force percHJfrue, the Motion, or the Telocity of the Per- 
cuHion, and the Fef fiance of the Body percullcd 5 and then an Eilimate to 
be made of the Proportion pf thole tliree to one another. This Author 
pretends to have both alligned that Difference, and dcmonltrated the Pro- 
portion; adding, that though GaliUo law and acknowledged (vid. atthe 
end of his fourth Dialogue J)c motuprojeElorum) Thattheforce of Percaf- 
fwn was Infinite, or (rather) mlimitted, yet he there rcfcrr'd difcourling up- 
on that Argument to another opportunity ^ which not having been per- 
formed by him ( for ought could be foujxl by any of his Writings, cither- 
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printed or Manufaipt, which latter were purpojfeJy fearched after his 
death to find fuch a Difcourfe) our Author pretends, that that Propofition 
concerning the Infinitenefi of the force of FermJJion, not having been yet 
demonlbrated by apy, lie hath in this ^oo^refumed the whole matter con- 
cerning Fercujfion , and clearly demonftrated the true and genuine Na- 
ture of it, its Caufe, Proprieties, and EfFefts. In the. doing of which, he 
taketh occalion to difcourfe i\&>Qi Gravity, Magnetifm^ Tremor of Bodies, 
Pendulums, &c. All which, whilll the Reader is confidering, the Author 
tells him, that he is making ready his other Books concerning the Motions 
of Animals. 

IV. NIC. STENONIS MVSCrJLI DESCRIPTIO 
GEOMETRIC^, Florentia in ^ . Ann. 1667. 

The Author of this Book declareth, that his deiign in compoCng it was 
to fhew, that in a Mufcle neither the Farts of it can be diflindly named, nor 
its Motion duly conlidered, unlefs the Doftrine thereof become a part of 
thzMathematicki. And he is of opinion, that there is no other caufe of 
the many Errors, which fpoil the Hiftory concerning the Hi!m(!j2e Body, 
than that Anatomy hath YAthcno difdain'dths Lavs o{ the A^fathernaticks •' 
And therefore inviteth thofe that are ftudious in that part of Philofophy, to 
confider, that our Body is an Eno;ine made up of a thoufand fubordinate 
Engines, whofe true knowledge whoever thinks that it can be invelligated 
Without Mathematical affiilance, muft alio think, that there is matter 
without Extenfton, and Body x-dthorozFignre. 

Hereupon he Ihews, that the very Fabncksii the Mufcles impofeth a kind 
of neceffity upon confideringWxittxi to explicate them Mathematically : In 
conformity whereunto, he pretends to have found, that in every Mufcle 
there is one I^arallelejsiped of F|eih, and tv/o Tetragonal Frifms of Tendons, 
defining a Mufcle to be a Body compofed of divers Series's, or ranks of Fi- 
bres, equal, like, and paraliel among themfelves, and fo immediately pla- 
ced upon one another, tliat whole Raiiks are congruous to whole Ranks. 
Here he explains the Dimenfons of a Mufcle,irs Contraftion and Strength ^ 
and adds,that the nfe of this new difcovery of the llrudure of the Mufcles, 
is to demonftrate. That they may fwell in their Contradion without the 
Acceffion of new Matter. 

He fubjoins a Letter to Monfieur Tbevenot, in whicb,aniong other things, 
he ailedges feveral Experiments, tofliew, thatthemotionof the i^e^rr is 
like the motion of Mufcles ; and anfwers thofe who pretend, that the true 
Fabrick of tYie Heart hath already been obferved heretofore ; and thofe 
Jikewife who think, that thefe new Obfervations of the Mufcles are un- 
certain, concluding this Subject with an enumeration of the Particulars, 
yet remaining to be fearch'd into in the Hifory of the Mufcles. 

To all thefe things he adds tvoo Narratives ; one, of a difieded Head of 
a Shark, which he calls Canis Carcharia,vfhQr^ he delivers many cui-ious Ob- 
feryations of the Skin, Eye, Optick Nen'es, Ocular Mufcles, exceeding

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fmallneis of the Bra?n,as alfb of the Mouth,and jftrange Teeth of this Fim 
examining withall, whether the Glojfopetra Be the Tenth of this Creaturt, 
or Stones produced by the Earth j in which Conti-overfie he takes theiv 
part, who maint^n, that thofe and divers other fubftances found in the- 
Earth, arepartsof the Bodies of Animals, and endeavours to prove, that 
fiich forts of Earth may be the fediments of Water, and fuch Bodies, the 
parts of Animals carried down together with tliofe Sediments, and in 
progrefs of time reduced to a ftony hardnefs. *
